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Summer Sessions at State Schools and Colleges 


Ten New York State normal schools and 
teachers colleges will offer unusual opportuni- 
ties for teachers in service at their 1936 summer 
sessions. Courses have been planned so that 
the requirements may be met for certification, 
diplomas and degrees. Besides offering most 
of the courses of the regular sessions, the state 
teacher-training institutions will make available 
programs that are directly concerned with the 
problems of teachers in service. 


A nominal tuition fee will be charged again 
this year. 

Detailed information regarding courses and 
fees may be obtained from the director of the 
summer session of the school which the pros- 
pective student desires to attend. 

New York State colleges and universities also 
offer summer session courses of interest to 
teachers. Brief statements of summer session 
programs are given below. 





New York State College for Teachers, Albany 
More than 100 courses in both professional 
and liberal arts fields will be offered at the 
twentieth summer session of the New York 
State College for Teachers in Albany. Both 
undergraduate courses leading to the A. B. 
and B. S. degrees and graduate courses leading 
to M. A. and M. S. degrees wiil be offered. 

Advance registrations will be accepted on 
July Ist, 2d and 3d; the final registration date 
is July 6th. Classes will meet on July 7th, 
and the session will close on August 18th. 

Twenty-two visiting instructors from 20 
different institutions will bring a diversity of 
interests and points of view. Thirty-five mem- 
bers of the resident faculty will offer courses. 

The program includes a wide range of 
courses of particular interest to superintendents, 
principals, junior and _ senior high school 
teachers, school librarians, guidance officers and 
counselors, candidates for baccalaureate and 
graduate degrees and candidates for certification 
as teachers. The number of graduate courses 
has again been expanded. 

No advance applications for admission need 
be submitted except (1) for entrance to courses 
in librarianship, (2) for admission by under- 
graduates of other colleges, (3) for matricula- 
tion for credit toward a master’s degree, 


Fees for residents of New York are $15 for 
the session. Residents of other states are 
charged tuition of $5 a credit hour, in addition. 
Requests for the catalog and inquiries about 
credits should be addressed to Professor C. A. 
Hidley, director of summer session, State 
College, Albany. 

For the first time, the new alumni residence 
hall, three blocks from the campus, will be open 
to women students. This hall and the three 
cottages in the same development will accommo- 
date approximately 150 women students. A 
social director will be in charge. Inquiries may 
be addressed to Mrs Bertha Brimmer, alumni 
secretary, State College, Albany. 


State Teachers College at Buffalo 

The State Teachers College at Buffalo will 
begin registration for its twentieth consecutive 
summer session on June 29th. The session will 
continue until August 7th. 

The session will follow in general the same 
plan as during previous summers. Although 
the college has launched upon a new curriculum, 
only a few of the new courses will be offered 
this summer. Practically all of the prescribed 
courses of the old curriculum will be offered 
in order to provide for teachers in service who 
wish to complete their work for the degree. 
Such students are urged to take advantage of 
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this opportunity to avoid the difficulty of 
making substitutions in the future. Many of 
these courses will be offered for the last time 
this summer. 

In addition to the regular courses, a rich 
offering of elective courses will be given. 
There will also be a demonstration school con- 
sisting of four rooms. Three rooms will cover 
the first six grades and the fourth will represent 
the work of a rural school. Special emphasis 
will be given to the teaching of the common 
branches. 

There will be college dealing 
especially with progressive education, rural 
education and vocational and educational guid- 
ance. Shopwork will be offered for teachers 
who wish to complete requirements for certifica- 
tion in industrial arts. Plans are being made 
to conduct a number of important conferences 
dealing with fields of special interest to teachers. 

The first two days are allowed for registra- 
tion, after which a late registration fee will 
be charged. Regular class work will begin 
Tuesday, June 30th. The registration and 
incidental fees, amounting to $20, are payable 
at the time of registration. An additional 
tuition is charged for nonresidents of New York 
State.

Cortland State Normal School 

The summer term of the Cortland State 
Normal School will begin on June 29th and 
terminate on August 7th. 

The school this summer will offer several 
courses in physical education for teachers who 
are desiring to qualify for licenses in physical 
education. The subjects to be offered in this 
field will be: physiology, physiology of exer- 
cise, kinesiology, measurements in physical 
education, first aid and diagnosis, correctives, 
swimming, diving and life saving, and individual 


practice, including apparatus, stunts and 
tumbling. 
From the general course will be selected 


subjects that will satisfy the needs of teachers 
of experience who desire to familiarize them- 
selves with some of the latest developments in 
teaching. Training class graduates will find 
subjects that can be credited toward graduation 
from normal school. Instruction in swimming 
is open to all students without extra charge, 
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Demonstration work illustrating teaching 
through units of activity will be organized for 
intermediate and primary grades. Demonstra- 
tion of this type of instruction in intermediate 
grades will be in charge of a member of the 
regular faculty of Cortland Normal School, 
and the primary work will be in charge of an 
outstanding primary teacher of the Winnetka 
public schools. 

The tuition for a full six weeks’ schedule 
is $20.

Fredonia State Normal School 


The summer session of the Fredonia State 
Normal School will open on June 29th and 
will close on August 7th. 

Courses will be offered to accommodate 
teachers in service who have not yet secured 
their normal school diplomas. These teachers 
are, of course, those who are teaching on 
limited normal certificates and training class 
certificates. The public school music depart- 
ment will offer courses in the fourth year to 
accommodate students who are graduates of 
the old three-year public school music course. 

Faculty members of the summer session are 
recruited from the regular staff in order that 
there may be maintained a close relationship 
between the work offered in the summer session 
and that offered in the regular session. 

The summer session fee for residents of the 
State of New York will be $20. 

Dr Leslie R. Gregory is principal of the 
school. 


Geneseo State Normal School 

The twenty-third summer session of the 
Geneseo State Normal School will open on 
June 29th and close on August 7th. 

Regular courses leading to the completion 
of the work for the three-year normal school 
diploma will be offered. Courses found in the 
new normal school curriculum will be offered 
as well as those in the old curriculum so that 
students may carry on work under either 
curriculum. Ample provision will be made for 
observation, demonstration and practice teaching 
in the Winfield A. Holcomb School of Practice. 

Courses for extending the validity of a 
certificate or normal school diploma valid for 
teaching the common branches in the elementary

school to the teaching of state-subsidized classes 
for mentally handicapped children will be 
offered. The requirement of 12 semester hours 
may be completed in two summer sessions. Six 
hours will be offered at Geneseo and the six- 
hour practicum in teaching will be offered at 
the State Demonstration and Practice School 
at Craig Colony. As accommodations at Craig 
Colony are limited, applications will be accepted 
in order of receipt. 

The department of library education will 
offer a sequence of 36 semester hours, which 
meets the technical requirement for the pro- 
visional certificate issued according to the 
regulations of the Commissioner of Education 
for school librarians who enter public service 
in New York State after September 1, 1935. 
This sequence may be completed in one school 
year and one summer session or in five summer 
sessions. Students who hold school librarian’s 
limited certificates and who were serving as 
school librarians in New York State before 
September 1, 1935, may continue to study under 
former certification regulations which provide 
for 32 hours’ credit as the technical requirement 
for a permanent certificate. 

The tuition fee will be $20 for residents of 
New York State.

New Paltz State Normal School 

The summer session at the New Paltz State 
Normal School will open for registration on 
June 29th and will close on August 7th. 

The program of courses offered will closely 
follow the curriculum as_ established for 
elementary teacher training. It will therefore 
meet the needs of those in service who are 
aspiring to permanent certification as well as 
offer prescribed courses to college graduates 
who are seeking certification in the elementary 
school field. 

The normal school will also sponsor a summer 
session in the city of Troy. School 18 will 
serve as the home of the school session. 

At both New Paltz and Troy several school 
grades of children will be in session for 
purposes of observation, demonstration and 
practice teaching.

Oneonta State Normal School 

The summer session at the Oneonta State 
Normal School will open on June 29th. It is 
planned to help teachers in service. The courses 
are offered to meet the needs of teachers who 
desire to acquaint themselves with the newer 
movements in education and to satisfy the credit 
requirements for more advanced certificates. 
Students of the regular session also find it 
possible to supplement their work. 

The offering will include courses in art, 
education, English, health education, mathe- 
matics, music, science and social sciences. 
Special opportunity will be given to students 
interested in the rural field through courses in 
economics and sociology. A demonstration unit 
of children will be included in the offering. 
A chorus and orchestra will be offered to those 
interested in music. 

The tuition fee for residents of the State 
is $20. 

The school is sponsoring a two-week field 
trip through some of the historic, scenic, 
scientific and industrial centers of New York 
State. Two or three semester hours’ credit 
may be earned by readings, reports and satis- 
factory participation in the activities of the 
excursion.

Oswego State Normal School 

The summer session at the Oswego State 
Normal School will be conducted from June 
29th to August 7th. _ 

Fifty staff members, including 33 visiting 
instructors, will offer more than 100 courses 
which meet residence requirements. Emphasiz- 
ing the laboratory approach to problems in 
education, four demonstration schools on the 
campus and two in Syracuse will be used to 
translate professional learnings into practice. 
In addition to the usual academic courses, 
laboratory training will be available in the 
following fields: remedial reading, psycho- 
logical measurements, speech correction, special 
class education, unit activities, social studies, 
rural education, science, sight-saving classes, 
orthopedic classes, industrial arts and vocational 
education. 

Supervisors, clinicians and teachers interested 
jn testing the children reporting for help with 
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reading difficulties during the summer session 
are invited to participate during the three days 
preceding registration day. Application for 
participation in this preliminary work to the 
summer session should be made in advance. 

The rural demonstration school at Camp 
Shady Shore on the campus will be continued 
during this summer session for the purpose 
of demonstrating practical procedure with 
typical equipment and supplies. 

Additional courses in industrial arts and 
vocational education will be given. Shop 
courses will be continued in general metal, 
automobile mechanics, woodwork, electricity, 
printing, general shop, ceramics, textiles, 
jewelry, art metal, leathercraft, photography 
and design. The courses offered are for the 
purpose ef meeting the needs of (1) students 
in the four-year curriculum; (2) those who 
desire to earn a permanent vocational teacher’s 
license; (3) those who desire to earn a special 
vocational guidance certificate; (4) those who 
hold a vocational certificate and desire to earn 
a license to teach industrial arts. 

Through a daily informal education hour, 
the summer session students have an unusual 
opportunity to attend lectures, discussions, 
plays and musical programs. Attendance at 
this hour is not required, but during the 1935 
summer session this proved to be one of the 
most popular phases of the school offering. 
In this way every student and faculty member 
has an opportunity to survey the work of the 
entire school and to participate. 

Tuition for students residing in New York 
State is $10 for one course and $20 for two or 
more courses. Six folders have been prepared 
describing this summer session’s offerings and 
accommodations at the State Normal School in 
Oswego:

Folder B—Special Class Education 

Folder C—Education of Physically Handi-

Plattsburg State Normal School 


The summer session of the Plattsburg State 
Normal School, beginning June 29th and closing 
August 7th, will offer 40 courses organized 
especially for the following types of students: 
(1) in-service teachers who wish to broaden 
their cultural or professional backgrounds; (2) 
in-service teachers who desire to become more 
familiar with problems, theories and practices 
in modern elementary education; (3) in-service 
teachers who require additional courses for the 
completion of the normal school curriculum 
leading to the diploma; special attention has 
been given to the courses for teachers holding 
training class and normal limited certificates ; 
(4) graduates of liberal arts colleges who wish 
to satisfy the state certification requirements 
for elementary school teaching. 

The increasing demand for courses in 
elementary science, diagnostic and remedial 
work in reading, courses in current political and 
economic problems, the applied arts and rural 
education has led to an extensive and diversified 
offering in these fields. Demonstration work 
with groups of children will be closely associated 
with many of the courses. 

All courses taken in the summer session will 
be complete and will be evaluated hour for hour 
toward the completion of regular session 
programs. 

Summer session fees are $10 for single courses 
and $20 for students taking more than one 
course. In no case will the maximum fee 
exceed $20 for residents of New York State. 
Students registering from out of the State will 
be charged a tuition fee of $10 in addition to 
the regular fees.

Potsdam State Normal School 


The summer session of the Potsdam State 
Normal School will open on June 28th and 
close on August 7th. 

Nearly all courses required for the three-year 
normal school diploma will be offered. Both 
subjects included in the new normal school 
curriculum and those offered in the old cur- 
riculum will be available. Students may carry 
on work under either curriculum. 

Special attention has been paid to the needs 
of teachers in schools where several grades 
are instructed in the same room. A number 
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of courses definitely planned for the aid of 
such teachers will be offered this summer. 
A descriptive leaflet will be mailed upon 
request. 

The department of music will offer courses 
meeting the four-year requirements in music 
education. For those who have started the 
fourth year a sequence of 34 semester hours 
will be offered. This may be completed before 
August 1937, either in the academic year alone 
or in combined summer session and school year. 
For three-year graduates who have had no 
advanced work since graduation, a sequence of 
32 hours is offered. This may be completed 
in four summer sessions or in one academic 
school year.

Adelphi College 

The Adelphi College summer session will 
open on July 6th and will close on August 14th. 

Most of the courses given will be credited 
toward the bachelor of arts or bachelor of 
science in education degrees. Courses will 
include: general chemistry, qualitative analysis, 
educational psychology, English composition, 
contemporary drama, history of Western 
Europe, contemporary Europe since 1918, con- 
temporary psychology, psychology of personality 
and psychology of childhood. If there is 
sufficient demand courses will also be given in 
introduction to art, costume design, introduction 
to economics, the family institution, introduction 
to philosophy, philosophy of science and 
physical education. 

Tuition for the summer session is $35 for 
courses carrying credit of three semester hours. 

The director of the summer session is Dean 
Signe E. Hagelthorn. 


Alfred University 

Alfred University’s twenty-third 
school will open on July 6th and will close on 
August 14th. 

As usual, the courses in pottery, weaving, 
jewelry-making, industrial arts and ceramic 
engineering will be featured. 

In addition coufses giving college credit will 
be offered in all the regular departments of the 
liberal arts college, particularly in the education 
department. 


summer 
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For the first time there will be advanced 
courses in education, psychology, tests and 
measures and school management which will 
give graduate credit. 

There will be other courses in 
history and mathematics which may be counted, 
also, toward a graduate degree. 

The undergraduate courses cost $7 a semester 
hour’s credit, while the graduate courses will 
cost $9 a semester hour's credit. 

Not more than eight semester hours’ credit 
can be obtained in any one summer.

Brooklyn College 

The summer session of Brooklyn College will 
this year open on July 6th and close on August 
18th. 

Courses of particular interest for teachers 
will include history of education, educational 
psychology and principles of education. 

A student is allowed to take six credits in 
the day session but only four credits in the 
evening session. 

A matriculated student pays only a library fee 
of 50 cents. All other students pay this fee 
and in addition a fee of $5 a point and a $2 
registration fee. There are also fees for late 
registration, program change, transcript of 
records and special examinations.

City College, College of the City of New York 

The City College of the College of the City 
of New York will hold its summer session for 
eight weeks from June 25th through August 
19th. In these eight weeks the work of a full 
term is covered since the exercises are of double 
length. Registration must be made in person 
on the evenings of June 19th, 22d and 23d. 

The School of Education will offer numerous 
courses of interest to teachers. The tuition fee 
is $5 a credit hour. There is also a registration 
fee of $2.50. 

Dr Charles Upson Clark is the director. 


Columbia University 
The summer session of Columbia University 
will open on July 7th and close on August 14th. 
Classes will meet five days a week, Monday 
through Friday. With the exception of the 
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first week, when classes begin on Tuesday, July 
7th, and continue through July 11th, there will 
be no Saturday meetings. 

The whole range of undergraduate and 
graduate courses will be offered including the 
entire program in education for superintendents, 
supervisors and teachers. 

Credit is given toward all the degrees of the 
university save that of M.D. 

Tuition is charged at the rate of $12.50 a 
point with a university fee of $7. In addition, 
there is a $6 fee required for the privilege of 
registering after July 8th. A limited number 
of courses carry stated laboratory fees. 

Professor John J. Coss is director of summer 
session. Requests for announcements and 
inquiries about the summer session should be 
addressed to the secretary of Columbia 
University. 


Cornell University 

The Cornell University summer session will 
open on July 6th and close on August 14th. 

Forty-eight courses in various phases of edu- 
cation and eight teachers’ courses in subject 
matter fields will be included in the offering. 

Credit is given toward the undergraduate and 
graduate degrees of the university to students 


who satisfy the entrance requirements and 
matriculate in schools and colleges of the 
university. 


The tuition fee is $50. A minimum schedule 
is four semester hours, and a maximum 
schedule is eight semester hours. 

Dr Loren C, Petry is the director. 





Fordham University 

The summer session of Fordham University 
will begin on July 7th and will end on August 
14th. Registration for undergraduate students 
will be from June 24th to July 6th; for 
graduate students, July Ist to July 6th. 
Registration is not permitted after July 9th. 

Courses will be offered in art, biology, 
chemistry, economics, education, English, 
French, general science, German, government, 
guidance, history, Latin, mathematics, philos- 
ophy, political science, physics, psychology, 
public speaking, religion, speech, sociology. 

Of particular interest to teachers are the 
courses in education: the special elementary 
school methods (undergraduate credit only), 
the special secondary school methods; the 
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courses in administration, history and philosophy 
of education, educational psychology and 
measurements, and the courses in psychology 
and guidance, advanced general psychology, 
experimental psychology, child psychology, 
psychology of adolescence, psychology of 
character and personality, clinical psychology ; 
history, principles and problems and procedures 
of guidance, problems of educational and 
vocational guidance, occupational analysis, 
occupational opportunities and placement. 

Undergraduate and nonmatriculated graduate 
students pay a university fee of $5 and tuition 
of $7.50 a point. Religious (undergraduate) 
students pay a university fee of $2 and tuition 
of $5 a point. Graduate students pay a uni- 
versity fee of $5 and tuition of $250 for 30 
points of graduate work (prorated, according 
to number of points taken). There is a late 
registration fee of $5. 

The directors of the summer school are the 
Rev. Joseph A. Lennon S. J., dean of Teachers 
College, and the Rev. Lawrence A. Walsh S. J., 
dean of the Graduate School. 





Hartwick College 


The Hartwick College summer session will 
be held during the period from July 6th to 
August 14th. 

Courses will be offered in the departments of 
biology, business science, economics, English, 
French, history, mathematics, music, political 
science and religion. 

The following courses will be offered in the 
department of education: tests and measure- 
ments, child psychology, adolescent psychology. 

Credits in all courses offered are equivalent in 
character to those of the regular sessions and 
may be applied toward the bachelor’s degrees. 
The courses will be given by the regular 
members of the instructional staff. 

Six credits are recommended as a normal 
schedule. The tuition is $6.50 a credit, with a 
registration fee of $2. Science courses will 
carry the usual fees, $5 to $7.50. 

The director is the dean of the college, Dr 
Ralph D. Heim. 


Houghton College 
The summer session of Houghton College 
will open on July 6th for registration. Classes 
will begin on July 7th. The session will close 
on August 14th. 
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The summer courses are designed primarily 
for the following classes of students: (1) 
training class graduates who wish to take more 
advanced work; (2) teachers having normal 
school limited certificates who wish more 
advanced work; (3) college graduates who 
have not met requirements for a college gradu- 
ate certificate. 

The summer session is an integral part of the 
regular college organization. Credit obtained is 
fully recognized toward the various degrees 
which the college confers. Courses will be 
given in the educational theories of psychology, 
methodology, history of education; French, 
German, Latin; English composition and Eng- 
lish and American literature; public school 
music and piano; history of civilization and 
European history ; botany, zoology and physics. 

The registration fee is $3 and the tuition 
charge is $7 a credit hour. 

Further information can be obtained from 
Dr James S. Luckey, president of Houghton 
College. 


Hunter College 


The Hunter College summer session will be 
held from July 6th to August 14th. 

The following courses of interest to teachers 
will be offered: history of education, psy- 
chology, psychology of the preschool child, 
history of ancient philosophy, history of modern 
philosophy, fundamental principles of voca- 
tional guidance, the junior high school, mental 
hygiene, methods of teaching bookkeeping in 
secondary schools, methods of teaching Gregg 
shorthand in secondary schools, history of edu- 
cation in the United States, abnormal psy- 
chology, mental adjustments, clinical study of 
maladjusted children, methods of teaching music 
in junior high schools, methods of teaching 
music in secondary schools. In addition, there 
will be courses of interest in the departments of 
art, biological sciences, chemistry, classics, com- 
mercial and secretarial courses, English, geology 
and geography, German, history and_ social 
science, mathematics, music, physical education, 
physics, physiology, Romance languages, speech 
and dramatics, stenography and typewriting. 

Courses carrying credit toward the degrees 
of bachelor of arts, bachelor of science in edu- 
cation, master of arts and master of science 
in education are scheduled. 

Students who are matriculated at Hunter 
College in the day or evening session for the 


degrees of A. B. or B. S. in education will be 
exempt from payment of course fees, except in 
cases where a special fee is stated with the 
description of the course. Nonmatriculated 
limited students (graduates of a four-year aca- 
demic high school course, not eligible for 
matriculation) will pay a fee of $2.50 a credit. 
Women government employes, who are ineligible 
for registration in other groups, will be ad- 
mitted as nonmatriculated students to credit 
courses which are free to matriculated students, 
upon payment of 50 per cent of the regular 
course fee. Graduate students and nonmatricu- 
lated students pay, in general, at the rate of 
$5 for every 15 hours, for courses that do not 
require special fees. Courses on the methods 
of teaching the various school subjects will be 
open to qualified students. Special fees will be 
charged for such courses. All students in the 
summer session will pay a library fee of 50 
cents. All students (with the exception of 
undergraduate matriculated students) will pay 
a registration fee of $2. 

Professor A. Broderick Cohen is the director 
oi the evening, extension and summer sessions 
of Huiter College. 


Ithaca College 


Ithaca College, devoted to music, drama and 
physical education, will offer a summer session 
for eight weeks from June 23d to August 14th. 

In addition to subjects included in the fields 
of English, social science and education, the 
departments of music, drama and physical edu- 
cation will offer special courses for teachers 
of these subjects who wish to make up de- 
ficiencies or secure credits toward the bachelor 
of science degree. 

An average of eight credits may be earned. 
Permission to carry ten credits may be given to 
better than average students. Tuition costs are 
based upon the number of credits earned, the 
usual $10 a credit hour being charged.

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Regent Young Receives Medal 


The Society of Arts and Sciences has an- 
nounced the award of its gold medal of fellow- 
ship, for distinguished service, to Owen D. 
Young, Regent of The University of the State 
of New York. 

Regent Young is cited for “great services in 
the cause of improved international good will 
and in behalf of the principles of good govern- 
ment, and also for unique services toward 
raising the responsibility of organized business 
in its relations both to the public and to the 
State.” 

The jury of award which selected Regent 
Young for the honor comprised Senator Carter 
Glass of Virginia, former Governor Frank O. 
Lowden of Illinois, Senator William E. Borah 
of Idaho, the Rev. Dr Harry Emerson Fosdick, 
Professor Arthur H. Compton, of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago; Dr Charles H. Mayo, of 
Rochester, Minn.; A. Atwater Kent, Phila- 
delphia manufacturer ; former Governor Walter 
J. Kohler of Wisconsin, Jesse H. Jones, chair- 
man of the Reconstruction Finance Corpo- 
ration; Hugh A. O’Donnell and Carl Byoir, 
president of the society. 

The society’s announcement of the award 
said, in addition to the formal citation: 


In view of the turbulent situation in govern- 
ment the world over, with clashing economic 
problems rending nations apart, it was the 
thought of the society that its award this year 
should be to some one who has made an out- 
standing nonpolitical contribution to better 
citizenship and world concord. Without parti- 
sanship or any special pleading it is the belief 
of the society that Owen D. Young, with his 
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long list of achievements in industry, radio, 
international conciliation, the furthering of 
human relations at home and abroad, deserves 
the award and in receiving it is doing credit 
to the highest honor at the disposal of this 
society. 

In the choice of an exponent of the highest 
principles underlying international relationships, 
good government and fair business, in the person 
of Mr Young, the Society of Arts and Sciences 
followed its traditional method of honoring high 
talent in one of the contrasting fields within 
its broad area.

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A. E. Champlin Named Director of Alfred School 





A. E. Champlin 


The Board of Regents at its meeting on 
April 17th appointed A. E. Champlin director 
of the New York State School of Agriculture 
at Cobleskill. Mr Champlin has been director 
of the New York State School of Agriculture 
at Alfred for 15 years. The appointment was 
effective May 1, 1936, and filled the vacancy 
caused by the death of Director Lee W. Critten- 
den on February Ist. 

Mr Champlin was graduated from Alfred 
University in 1908. He completed one year of 
graduate study at the New York State College 
of Agriculture. He taught science in high 
school for two years and social science in the 
Alfred School of Agriculture for four years. 
Upon the resignation of Dr Carl E. Ladd in 
1921 as director of the Alfred school Mr 
Champlin was named director. During 15 years 
of service in this capacity he demonstrated out- 
standing administrative ability and won the 
confidence and good will of farmers and leaders 
in farm organizations. 

Mr Champlin has taken an active interest in 
rural and civic affairs. He served three terms 


as mayor of Alfred and 20 years as a member 
of the Alfred board of education. He has been 
a member of the executive committee of the 
Allegany County Farm Bureau, state chairman 
of the international relations committee of the 
State Congress of Parents and Teachers, mem- 
ber of the technical advisory committee of the 
State Farm Bureau Federation, member of the 
extension education committee of Alfred Uni- 
versity, county chairman of the National Youth 
Administration, and for eight years graduate 
manager of athletics at Alfred University.

Polytechnic Institute of Brooklyn 


The Polytechnic Institute of Brooklyn will 
offer summer courses in day and evening divi- 
sions. The day division will cover subjects of 
the second semester of the freshman year, from 
June 12th to July 24th and again from August 
10th to September 18th; and certain inde- 
pendent subjects that might be of interest to 
teachers in engineering, such as_ calculus, 
thermodynamics, quantitative analysis, from 
June 22d to September 9th.

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St Bonaventure College 

The summer session of St Bonaventure 
College will open on July 6th and will continue 
until August 12th. Classes will be conducted 
daily except Sundays. 

The summer session is an integral part of 
the regular college curriculum. Standards of 
achievement, therefore, are the same as those 
for the regular session. 

The schedule of classes will be completed by 
June 8th. Students are therefore requested to 
register early so that the class schedule can be 
arranged to suit the needs of all. Full college 
credit will be given for all courses, since they 
are taught by the same faculty and in the same 
manner as in the regular session. 

A registration fee of $5 is charged to 
students the first time they register at the 
college. Tuition rates are $8 a credit hour. 

Courses in the summer session are especially 
designed for: (1) superintendents, principals, 
teachers and supervisors who desire pro- 
fessional instruction leading to a first or 
advanced degree, or who seek credit to satisfy 
the requirements for a teaching certificate ; 
(2) men and women who wish to obtain further 
information in subjects in which they have a 
personal interest; (3) regular students who 
wish to secure additional credit, make up de- 
ficiencies or shorten the time of residence.

St Lawrence University 

The summer session at St Lawrence Uni- 
versity will open on July 6th and end on 
August 14th. 

Courses of interest to teachers will be offered 
in the following subjects: biology, chemistry. 
education, English, fine arts, government, 
history, Latin, psychology, sociology, play pro- 
duction and speech training. There will also 
be a course in Japanese history and civilization. 
Credit will be given for these courses toward 
the bachelor of science and bachelor of arts 
degrees. The courses in education and psy- 
chology required by the State for certification 
to teach in junior and senior high schools, and 
for the certification of principals are also 
offered. Special courses will be given in edu- 
cational and vocational guidance and directed 
study. 





A registration fee of $4 is charged all stu- 
dents. Tuition is $7 a credit hour. 

Edwin L. Hulett, dean of the college, is 
director of the summer session. 


Syracuse University 

Syracuse University will conduct a summer 
session in two periods. The first session will 
begin on July 6th and end on August 14th. The 
second session will extend from August 19th to 
September 21st. 

The fields of instruction will be: educa- 
tional administration and supervision, guidance 
counseling, art, commercial subjects, English, 
home economics, Latin, mathematics, modern 
languages, music, nursing education, physical 
education, science, social studies, special classes. 

One of the special features will be demon- 
stration classes. A typical first grade will be 
taught by a successful public school teacher for 
demonstration of modern technics. The demon- 
stration Latin class will consist of pupils in the 
eighth grade of junior high school. They will 
begin the study of Latin, and are expected to 
complete in six weeks a half year’s work. The 
class will exemplify definite principles in the 
teaching of a foreign language: imaginative 
interest, correct methods of study for high 
efficiency, proper correlation of Latin with 
English, topical study of important aspects of 
Roman life. The model class in second year 
high school French, directed by a teacher of 
long and successful experience, will consist of 
15 pupils who have had one-half year of high 
school French. 

High school students chosen from institutions 
throughout New York State will be organized 
into an acting group which the instructor in 
certain drama courses will use for demon- 
stration purposes. It will be the intent of this 
work to show the successive steps in the 
preparation of a play with nonprofessional 
actors. 

The department of Romance languages will 
conduct a French house under the personal 
direction of a native French teacher for a 
limited number of adequately prepared students. 
Constant practice in use of the spoken language, 
participation in presenting French plays, and 
social activities conducted in French will be 
provided for.

Among the courses to be offered of particular 
interest to teachers are the following: history 
of education, educational psychology, philosophy 
of education, principles and problems of voca- 
tional education, experiment in education, prin- 
ciples of educational administration, advanced 
elementary education, principles of secondary 
education, technic of teaching, observation and 
practice teaching, advanced secondary education, 
the secondary school curriculum, secondary 
school administration, teaching methods in 
secondary schools (courses in history, English, 
French and German, science and mathematics), 
statistical methods in education, educational and

Courses taken in the summer session are 
accepted toward degrees on the same basis as 
the courses taken in the winter and spring 
sessions of the university. The normal program 
is six semester hours.

The University of Rochester 

The summer session of the University of 
Rochester will be held from June 24th to July 
3lst. The registration period extends from 
June 20th to June 30th. 

Courses of instruction have been planned with 
special reference to elementary and secondary 


school teachers, public school administrators 
and supervisors seeking professional or nonpro- 
fessional instruction of an advanced character 
either with or without relation to an academic 
degree. In general, courses offered in the 
summer session are regular university courses 
and receive full college credit. 

The tuition fee is $9 a credit hour. There is 
a registration fee of $2. 

Dr Alonzo G. Grace is director of the 
summer session. 


Eastman School of Music 

The Eastman School of Music of the Uni- 
versity of Rochester will conduct its summer 
session from June 22d to July 25th.

The summer Institute of Euthenics will hold 
its eleventh session at Vassar College, Pough- 
keepsie, from July 2d to August 13th. 

The following courses will be offered: the 
family and a changing society, parent education 
leadership in the community; mental hygiene, 
physiology and nutrition; design and interior 
decoration, furniture and ornament, household 
technology, food preparation; and also courses 
in child psychology and education. Of special 
interest to teachers is this last group of courses 
which includes child development, child guidance 
and nursery and elementary education. These 
courses will provide an opportunity for exten- 
sive reading in the field and for observation 
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and participation in the School for Children, 
which enrols children from two to eight years 
old, whose parents attend. 

College credit at Vassar is not offered; a 
certificate of work done will be given on 
request. Each year some students who have 
wanted it have been able to arrange with their 
own colleges and universities to receive credit 
for the Vassar work.

The “ Empire State” will make its first stop 
at Bermuda, where it is scheduled to arrive 
on June 2d. Other stops will be made at 
Washington, Curacao, Cristobal, Balboa and 
Callao. Returning, the training ship will stop 
at Balboa and Havana and is scheduled to 
arrive in New York on September 2d.. Upon 
its return to New York the “Empire State” 
will dock at a new shore base which is being 
completed for the Merchant Marine Academy 
at Fort Schuyler. The academy has used the 
Navy Yard as its base for a number of years. 

Graduation exercises of the Academy will 
be held at the Maritime Exchange on September 
29th, when members of the first class will 
receive their diplomas and their licenses as 
third mates and third assistant engineers in the 
merchant marine. 

Applications for entering the new class on 
October Ist will close on August 15th. Although 
the training ship will be at sea during the 
summer entrance applications will be received 
by the office staff of the Merchant Marine 
Academy in the State Office Building in New 
York City. 

The school is under the supervision of the 
New York State Education Department. 
Captain J. H. Tomb, U. S. N. retired, is 
superintendent.
